Q  Where  are  you  stationed? 

A  At  the  Provost  Marshal  office  in  criminal  investigation  laboratory. 

Q  In  January  1942  were  you  occupying  a  government  position? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

Q  What  was  your  position  then? 

A  I  was  assigned  as  assistant  chief  of  police  of  Quezon  City. 

Q  Who  assigned  you  as  assistant  ohief  of  police? 

A  By  order  of  the  chief  of  constabulary,  General  Francisco,  through  the  chief 
of  the  police  of  Manila. 

q  I„  January  1942,  as  assistant  chief  of  police  of  Queson  City,  did  you  personal 

know  of  any  cases  of  rape  or  atrocities? 

LIEUTENANT  PELZj  I  object  to  that  question,  sir.  If  he  asks  about  com¬ 
plaints,  yes. 

GENERAL  DONOVANj  The  question  will  be  rephrased. 

Q  (By  Colonel  Lim)  Had  you  received  any  complaints  in  connection  with  rape  case 

in  January  of  1942? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

Q  Fhat  have  you  in  connection  with  this  complaint? 

A  ».  recited  a  report  from  the  felly  of  lira.  Webb  that  her  two  daughters  tad 
been  raped  by  Japanese. 

Q  What  have  you  done  in  connection  with  those  complaints? 

A  I  sent  an  officer  under  me  to  go  in  and  investigate  the  case. 

Q  How  many  cases  ware  there? 

A  There  were  two  oases  that  I  know  of. 
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Q  In  both  oases  an  officer  wa3  sent  to  investigate? 

a 

A  Yes,  sir;  tho  second  case  I  went  myself  personally. 

Q  Did  the  officer  whom  you  sent  out  to  investigate  the  first  case  filo  an 
official  report? 

A  Yes,  sir.  It  was  placed  in  tho  polico  blotter,  and  it  was  also  sent  to  tho

Q  What  was  tho  assignment  of  the  official? 


GENERAL  DONOVAN:  Tho  man  you  speak  of  is  tho  complainant? 


A  He  is  a  man  sont  by  tho  victim,  sir 


GENERAL  DONOVAN:  Sont  by  tho  peoplo  who  woro  raped? 


Q  (By  Colonol  Lim)  What  was  the  ro3ult  of  tho  investigation  nado  by  the  officer 
whom  you  sont  to  investigate  this  matter? 

A  The  roport  submitted  by  this  officer  stated  two  daughters  of  Mrs.  Webb  had  boor, 
forced  by  tho  Jipanoso  who  wont  to  thoir  house  end  beat  thorn  with  their  bayonets 
if  thoy  would  not  accodo  to  thoir  wishes;  in  which  case  Mr3.  Webb  had  boon  also 
threatened  not  to  shout  to  tho  neighbors. 


GENERAL  DONOVAN:  What  doos  ho  moan  by  Wobb  or  Waif? 
COLONEL  LIM:  That  is  tho  family  name. 


GENERAL  DONOVaN:  Spell  it

LIEUTENANT  PELZ:  Sir,  I  object  to  thi3  roport.  I  3ubmit  that  it  should  be

A  The  roport  farther  stated  that  tho  girls  had  been  forcod  bocauso  thoy  woro 


threatened  by  the  soldiers  and  if  thoy  do  not  givo  thorn  what  they  wantod  they  woul- 


bo  killod.  And  in  this  ease  tho  girl3  woro  brought  in  to  tho  medical  officers 


of  tho  Philippine  Gcr.jral  Hospital  and.  oxamirod  for  tho  complaint.  The  rooult  of 


tho  examination  of  the  doctor  wts  thnr,  fcho/  woro  really  raped.  A  roport  was  rardo 
by  mo  to  tho  chiof  o'.*  vho  metropolitan  police  staling  all  tho  facts  as  wa a  con¬

GENERAL  DONOVAN:  It  will  bo  striven 
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Q  (By  Colonol  Lim)  Did  you  soy  you  raado  tills  report  officially? 


Q  To  whom? 

A  Tho  chief  of  tho  metropolitan  police. 

Q  TJas  any  action  taken  on  that  roport  by  any  Filipino  or  Japanese? 

A  I  havo  not  known  any  action  on  that  case.  I  know  only  tho  girl3  had  boon 
troatod  in  tho  Philippine  Gcnoral  Hospital  for  tho  lacerations  they  had. 

Q  Do  you  know  of  any  other  ease  which  you  have  officially  and  personally 
investigated? 


Q  Will  you  relate  that  to  tho  Commission? 

A  At  noontime  on  tho  10th  of  January,  1942,  a  car  came  to  tho  police  department, 


and  ins ldo  this  car  wero  two  women  end  a  drivor.  Ono  of  the  women  wa3  in  a  semi 


unconscious  condition,  and  tho  other  woman  was  alco  in  a  scmi-uncon3cious  condi 


tion,  and  reported  to  us  that  they  had  boon  rapod  by  sovorol  Japanese  soldiers 
whilo  thoy  woro  on  the  way  from  Snntolan  to  N.  Domingo  Street. 

Q  Go  ahoad,  pleaso.  (That  did  you  do  thon* 

A  Tho  3tatomont3  of  tho  womon  woro  takon  and  plncod  in  tho  polico  blotter,  and 
thoy  woro  sont  to  tho  Philippine  Goncral  Hospital  for  treatmont,  and  I  mado  a 
roport  to  the  chief  of  the  metropolitan  polico  of  the  incidont,  which  was 


roported  to  us 


Q  Go  ahoad,  please 


A  I  wont  mysolf  to  tho  offico  of  Secretary  Vargas,  whoro  I  was  entortainod  by 


Colonol  Hatividad  and  later  on  brought  to  tho  office  of  Secretary  Vargo3,  whoro  I 
rclatod  tho  incident  and  submitted  my  report. 

Q  You  roforrod  to  Vargas,  tho  chairman  of  tho  Philippine  Commission? 


Q  Go  ahoad,  please. 

A  By  learning  the  incident  Soorot  ry  Verges  said  he  will  do  his  best  on  tho 


coso.  Thon  I  roturnod  to  my  station.  The  following  morning  a  man  camo  to  our 


offico  and  told  us  that  a  woman  and  a  small  child  wero  found  doad  near  tho  house 


of  Mr.  Kitajima  within  the  vicinity  of  Quezon  City.  I  wont  there  mysolf  with 
tho  chiof  of  polico,  Mr.  do  Leon,  and  there  I  saw  a  body  of  a  child,  a  small  child 
about  the  ago  of  two  or  throo  doad  and  burnod  noar  tho  garage  of  Mr.  Kitajima. 
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Tho  hood  was  broken  and  apparently  hit  by  a  blunt  Instrument.  The  body  oi  a 
women  uaa  found  about  ton  yarda  of  thlo  plaoo  naked  and  burned,  but  I  noticed  a 
atab  on  tho  broaat  just  bolon  tho  nipple  of  the  women.  The  woman  wee  alao  ooalng 

some  fluid. 

Q  Indicating  what  as  far  a3  you  knov/? 

A  Indicating  apparently  rapo  conmittod  on  this  woman,  as  it  wa3  roportod  to  us 
this  woman  had  been  the  companion  of  these  two  women  who  come  previously  to  our 

office  to  roport. 

LIEUTBNaNT  PEI 2:  If  it  ploaso  tho  Commission,  I  object  to  tho  statomont  that 
it  was  reported,  not  tolling  by  whom  and  giving  a  conclusion  that  this  other 
woman  had  boon  raped,  too. 

GENERAL  DONOVaN:  I  would  liko  to  find  out  who  reported  this. 

A  This  roport  was  given  by  one  of  tho  two  victims,  tho  two  women  who  reported 
to  out  office  previous  to  that  time  whon  I  wont  to  tho  scono  of  the  crimos. 

GPHCTaL  DONOVAN :  Tho  hoaring  as  to  -who  had  boon  raped  will  bo  strickon. 

Q  (By  Colonol  Lim)  Go  ahead,  please.  What  have  you  done  after  that? 

A  I  rotumod  to  tho  station  with  Mr.  do  Loon  and  mado  a  roport  again  to  the  chief 
of  tho  metropolitan  police.  Whon  they  received  +hi„  roport  I  was  called  out  in  our 
4vn  mnko  the  report.  I  wont  thorc  and  then  I  was  v-von  to  Malacanang  to 


Japanese  jltnoy  with  several  Japanese  - - 

asked  us  where  are  tho  bodies  of  tho  dead  persons.  I 
,od  noar  tho  house  of  Mr.  Kitaj ima  in  tho  vicinity  of 
Lvilian  who  was  spooking  tho  dialect  was  well  inform* 
tims  had  been  victimized  by  Japanese  soldiers.  I  tol< 
10  person  who  enno  to  our  office.  I  was  merely  rolat- 
d  to  the  polico  department.  Then  ho  took  me  to  tho 
there  in  tho  jitney  with  them.  They  saw  tho  bodies 
_  rvMwftd  some  easolinc  on  thorn  and  lightod 
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Q  Did  you  aeo  again  thoao  roporta  at  any  timo  prior  to  5  August  1942,  and  if

A  I  havo  not  scon  those  roports,  but  I  havo  soon  tho  polio o  blot tor  in  Fort 
Santiago  whon  I  was  token  in  thoro.

Q  Whon  wore  you  taken  into  Fort  Santiago? 

A  I  was  takon  into  Fort  Santiago  on  tho  19th  of  July,  1945. 

Q  Did  you  havo  occasion  then  to  spook  about  this  polico  blottor  and  thoao 
roports? 

A  Yos,  sir,  becauso  ono  of  tho  questions  propounded  to  mo  by  tho  Joponoso 
invostigotor  inside  Santiago  was  on  tho  subjoet  pertaining  to  tho  ropo  cocos 
that  had  boon  investigated  by  tho  polico  dopartmont  of  Quezon  City, 

Q  Will  you  rolato  to  tho  Commission  tho  naturo  of  thi3  investigation  about 
those  roports? 

GENERAL  DONOVAN:  It  nos  about  tho  sono  thing,  wasn't  it? 

COLONEL  LIM:  It  is  tho  samo  thing,  sir. 

GENERAL  DONOVAN :  Do  wo  nood  it? 

COLONEL  LIM:  Just  to  show  tho  fact  that  ovon  tho  military  polico  woro 
trying  to  cover  up  thoso  casos  of  rapo, 

GENERAL  DONOVAN t  Ho  indicated  tho  military  police  investigated  it. 

Q  (By  Colonel  Lim)  Woro  you  roportod  with  rcspoct  to  these  reports? 

LIEUTENANT  PELZ:  I  will  objoot  to  it.  Wo  aro  not  interested  in  his 


tortures , 

GENERAL  DONOVAN :  That  nay  bo  answerod. 

THE  WITNESS:  I  was  punishod,  torturod  and  given  all  sorts  of  third 
dogroo  nothod8  to  extort  from  no  information  that  thoy  would  liko  to  know 
which  I  was  not  ablo  to  answer. 

COLONEL  LIM:  Your  witnoss, 

CROSS  EXAMINATION 


Q  (By  Lioutonant  Polz)  Did  tho  two  daughtors  of  Mrs,  Wobb  identify  tho  Japanese 
soldiers  who  allegedly  raped  then? 

A  Thoy  identified  thorn  in  the  form  of  wearing  tho  Japanoeo  uniform  and  so  forth, 
Q  Did  your  report  which  you  handed  to  tho  metropolitan  police  gi-'o  tho  nomoa  of 
tho  Japonoso  soldier o? 

A  They  did  not  givo  tho  nan  os,  and  I  wan  not  ablo  to  mention  tho  nones. 
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“  orgaruzca  ainzary  organization  they  should  have  investigated  tho 

caao  and  sec  if  thoro  is  any  thought  about  that,  and  then  to  tho  satisfaction 
of  the  vie tins  and  to  tho  pooplo  thoro  should  have  boon  proper  investigation 
and  punishnont  of  thoso  culprits. 

Q  -Do  you  know  that  tho  Japaneso  military  polico  did  not  attempt  to  find  out 
who  committed  these  alleged  rapos? 

A  I  don»t  know  anything  about  that. 

Q  You  testified  that  tho  two  women  who  cane  to  you  woro  both  in  a  soni- 
unoonscious  stato  on  10  January,  is  that  correct? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

Q  Did  you  tako  tho  etatomontc  from  thorn  at  a  later  dato? 

A  Wo  did,  yes. 

Q  Did  they  give  any  cluo  as  to  tho  ovor.ts  that  took  placo  boforo  this 
allogod  rape? 

A  Yos,  sir,  they  said  that  thoy  have  idontifiod  the  car  which  was  usod  os  one 
of  thoso  Japaneso  automobilos  usod  by  tho  soldiors  and  tho  soldiers  woro  tho 
Japanese  uniform  and  they  taUcod  nothing  but  Japanoso. 

Q  Did  they  identify  tho  soldiors  by  namo? 

A  They  did  not  know  thoir  names, 

Q  Did  any  roport  that  you  sont  forward  identify  tho  Japaneso  soldiers  by 
anything  othor  than  tho  fact  that  they  woro  Japanoso? 

A  I  think  so  bocauso  tho  Jitnoy  that  cono  in  on  the  following  day  hod 
Japaneso  in  it  who  woro  quito  informed  of  tho  incidont.  In  that  case  I  think 
the  military  authorities  know  about  tho  incidont. 

Q  When  you  say  wore  quito  well  informod,  did  thoy  know  noro  than  what  was  in 
your  roport? 

A  They  praotioally  know  what  has  boon  stated  in  tho  report. 
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Q  In  other  words,  thoy  night  have  road  your  report,  xb  w,uv  — — 

A  Thoy  night  have  road  it  or  night  havo  boon  informed. 

Q  Do  you  know  whothor  Socrotary  Vargas  forwarded  your  conploint  to  the  Japanos 

authorities? 

A  Bog  your  pardon? 

q  Do  you  know  if  Socrotary  Vargas  forwarded  your  complaint  to  tho  Japan  os o 
authorities? 

A  I  did  not  understand  tho  niddlo  word, 

Q  Forwarded  tho  conplaint? 

A  I  do  not  know, 

Q  What  was  Mr.  Vargas'  position  on  January  10,  1942? 

A  Ho  was  the  mayor  of  the  groator  City  of  Manila, 

Q  What  action  did  Vargas  suggest  ho  would  try  and  havo  token? 

A  Bog  your  pardon? 

VThnt  action  did  Mayor  Vargas  suggost  ho  would  have  taken? 
i  do  not  know  what  action  ho  did  takoj  ho  didn't  toll  no. 

Q  What  information  wore  tho  Japanoso  military  polico  torturing  you  for,  and 

what  woro  thoy  trying  to  obtain? 

A  Among  other  things,  thoy  questionod  no  about  ny  activities  whilo  I  was 
assistant  chiof  of  polico  of  Quezon,  and  al3o  ny  connection  with  tho  Philippine 

Army, 

Q  You  testifiod  thoy  tortured  you  with  rogard  to  these  rape  incidents.  What 
did  thoy  ask  you  about  those  rape  incldonts? 

u  That  tho  reports  I  have  node  point  to  thorn,  that  I  was  hostile  to  tho 
Japanoso  Inporial  Forces  and  that  I  could  have  said  in  another  way ,  in  another 
longur.go,  instead  of  stating  this  rape  was  committed  by  Japanese  soldiers  I 
could  havo  stated  that  it  was  dono  by  bad  Filipinos. 

Q  Thoy  wantod  you  to  admit  that? 

A  Thoy  -wanted  to  show  that  I  was  hostile  and  against  thorn,  and  for  that  reosor 
I  rocoivod  tho  tortures,  Tho  other  thing  was  that  I  was  in  tho  Philippine  ^naj 
LIEUTENANT  PELZs  I  havo  no  further  questions. 

GENER.X  DONOVAN:  I  want  to  bo  sure,  Cojonol  Lin,  that  you  understood  ny 
question,  Aro  thcro  any  moro  witnossos  on  this  particular  specification? 
COLONEL  LIM:  Ho,  sir. 
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GENERAL  DONOVAN:  f/horo  are  tho  pooplo  who  woro  involvod? 

COLONEL  LIH:  V7o  cannot  find  then,  sir.  Of  cr.urso,  I  waa  roforring  to 
paragraph  11,  sir. 

GENERAL  DONOVAN:  All  right. 

EXAMINATION  BY  THE  COMMISSION 

Q  (By  Gonoral  Valdoa)  Aa  assistant  chiof  of  polico  of  Quozon  City,  did  you 
koop  in  your  filo  copies  of  all  reports  submitted  to  tho  chiof  of  tho  notropoli? 
tan  polico  of  Groator  Manila? 

A  I  kopt  thorn" in  the  polico  dopnrtnont  of  Quozon  City. 

Q  What  happonod  to  those  roports? 

A  I  don’t  know  what  happonod  to  thon  whon  I  was  roliovod  fron  that  placo. 

Q  You  know  that  you  wore  going  to  bo  a  witnoss  in  this  caso,  didn't  you? 

A  I  didn't  know. 

Q  Didn't  you  know  quito  sono  tine  boforo? 

A  I  didn't  know. 

Q  Whon  did  thoy  notify  you  to  appoar  bofore  this  Commission? 

A  I  waa  notifiod  yostorday  afternoon  by  Captain  Williams . 

Q  You  know  tho  subject  of  your  tostinony? 

A  Yos,  booauso  about  a  wook  boforo  that  I  was  investigated  by  tho  War  Crinos 
Commission. 

Q  Did  you  mako  any  effort  to  locato  tho  original  copios  of  your  reports  about 
theso  rapoo? 

A  I  did  try  to  holp  tho  officer. 

Q  You  wore  unable  to  got  copios  of  those  roports? 

A  Thoy  were  no  longer  in  tho  Malaoanang  or  in  tho  polico  department  of  Quozon 
City. 

GENER.iL  DONOVAN  t  I  would  like  to  ask  tho  Prosecution  what  offort  they  mado 
to  got  tho  roports? 

COLONEL  LIMs  Vc  went  to  Mnlacanang  for  tho  formor  rocords  of  tho  Philippin 
Exocutivo  Commission,  and  wo  woro  informed  that  there  woro  nono  available. 

Q  (By  Gonoral  Trudeau)  Did  your  invostigator  got  tho  testimony  or  information 
diroctly  from  tho  Uobb  girls? 

A  Yos. 

Q  Ho  contactod  then  diroctly? 

A  Yes,  sir. 
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Q  Didn't  tho  Japr-noso  havo  an  liaison  officer  nt  tho  hoadquartors,  Quozon  City? 

«  At  that  tino  thoro  was  none  yot. 

Q  Whore  was  your  chiof  of  polico  at  that  tino? 

A  My  chiof  of  polico? 

Q  You  soon  to  have  boon  running  the  show  at  that  tino? 

A  The  chiof  of  polico  was  sick  during  that  tino,  and  ho  hod  boon  absent  some 
tino  and  so  I  was  assisted  by  tho  fomor  chiof,  Mr,  do  Loon. 

Q  Why  didn‘t  you  collect  tho  bodios  of  the  wonan  and  childron  instoad  of  loavir^ 
thorn  out  thoro  for  another  24  hours? 

A  Thoro  was  no  transportation  available  at  tho  disposal  of  tho  police  dopartmon'
